"Students from Clarke are fortunate to 
have the opportunity to get to know stu- 
dents from other cultures,” said Bobbe 
Ames, Clarke's vice president for institu- 
tional marketing and recruitment. 

Ames, who just returned from Puerto 
Rico, has had first hand experience in get- 
ting to know the Puerto Rican people. Her 
goal is to recruit students from the island 
and have them receive their education from 
Clarke. She wants the Puerto Rican stu- 
dents to experience what life is like at 
Clarke and have them introduce their cul- 
ture to Clarke students. 

While Ames was in Puerto Rico, she vis- 


ited 28 schools in six and one-half days and 
did four college programs. The first year 
Ames went to Puerto Rico she recruited two 
students and this year she recruited two 
more. Ames’ goal for next year is four stu- 
dents. 

"It is hard to persuade students and par- 
ents to come 2,147 miles away,” Ames said. 
“Tt is a shock for them to experience a new 
culture and climate. It takes a very special 
student to take this chance.” 

Maria Ortiz, Clarke sophomore, is from 
Peurto Rico. Ames explained that Ortiz 
telemarkets with students from Puerto Rico 
to let them know what life is like at Clarke. 
The students who come to Clarke have to 
speak and understand English well enough

Rico, helps Ames with her Spanish. 

Hurricane Marilyn put a damper on 
Ames’ trip. Ames stayed at Caribe Hilton 
Hotel on the Atlantic, but instead of sleep- 
ing in her room, she stayed in a shelter on 
second floor. Ames slept on the floor, had a 
meal and played games such as: Trivial 


Pursuit, Scrabble and chess. The hotel 
pulled a steel hurricane shutter around the 
hotel to keep it safe from damage., 

They also secured everything from plants 
lo patio furniture. The storm went 45 miles 
north, so there wasn’t a lot of damage. 

When the hurricane hit, Ames said that 
the Puerto Rican people wanted to take her 
into their homes. She felt as if she were 
back in the Midwest. Ames described the 
people as being very friendly, caring and 
family-oriented. 

“Family is very important to them and 
they wanted to take me into their family. 
This reminds me of Clarke because it is a 
family. This was a genuine experience,” 
Ames said.
